Judge Tourgee, after a few preliminary 


remarks, tells the Grand Jury that he 
had received three anonymous letters 
from parties in this county, asking him 
Chaige especially vn ocitala Critics

from the fact that they were not signed, 
and he had no respect tor, or confidence 
in, a man who would write toa Judge 
in reference to his own duties, when he 
did not have the manliness and _ inde- 
pendence to come forward before the 
Grand = Jury and there make 
known those grievances complained 
of, 

In the catalogue of crimes, wherein 
the charge of the Judge was iuli, was 
the one of rape, in which he said to 
the Grand Jury, “Gentlemen: I call 
your attention to the fact that this crime 
wi'l come, before yon for investigation, 
and to be inquired of, and permit me 
here to express my great gratification 
at the forbearance of the people of Cas- 
well, and that the offender was not made 
the victim of popular ebulition in the 
administration of natural justice, so 
heinous was the offence, and of person- 
al violence, and that he was handed 
over to the officer of justice to be 
tried according to law. 

Several colored jurors being on the 
petit jury, for the first time in the his. 
tory of the county, the judge proceeded 
te charge this body on its general 
duties. They were especially instructed 
that the first duty of a juror was to 
understand the charge of the court as 
to the law, and then decide upon tLe 
facts in reference to the law, &c. 

But little business of importance was 
transacted on Tuesday. On motion of 
Solicitor Buila, the capital trial of Geo. 
Lea, for the high crime of rape, was set 
for Wednesday, at 2 o'clock, aud a 
special cenire of 100 men ordered to be 
summoned. 

Wednesday at 2 o'clock Sheriff Grif-

TRIAL FOR LIFE.

NOON DISPATCHES. 


A Christian Lecturer in Limbo— 
Further Particulars of the Atlantic 
Disaster, &c. * 
New York, April 5.—W. 8. An- 

drews, after delivering a lecture to the 

Young Mens’ Christian Association last 

night, was arrested and taken to Ludlow 


street jail, on the charge of contempt of 


court 1n retaining some three thousand 
dollars he had been ordered to pay over 
to a woman in a bankrupt case. 

Among the passengers saved from 
the Atlantic are 8S. W. Vick, North Car- 
Olina, and a Frenchman named Simon 
Camaichs, who had his legs badly 
frozen. They were in the rigging eight 
hours. Passengers report that from 
three to five hucdred passengers in the 
Atlantic must have perished within 
ten minutes after the boat struck the 
second time. 

In conversation with a repcrter yes- 
terday evening, at Halifax, Captain 
Williams said he spent most of Thurs- 
day night at Mars Hill, and personally 
examined bodies, but tound none of 
them mucilated, but believed many 
bodies to have been robbed. He said 
the Atlantic was sufficiently coaled 
before leaving Liverpool, if it had not 
been for three days heavy weather ex- 
perienced. We were out of our position 
solely on account of the current which 
must have had a northerly set, as well 
as westerly, and he allowed 8 degrees 
eastward to offset it, believing 
that to be ample. On Monday he was 
quite sure of bis position, both barom- 
eters agreeing, but the northerly set 
proved greater than allowed for. For 
two or three days preceding he had 
found the ship set to the southward 
and east ward of her. position. 

Capt. Williams was in the chart room 
on the saloon deck, less than 30 feet 
from the bridge,-when the ship struck. 
All the leads and lines were in order, 
but they had not been used, not deem- 
ing them necessary. He considered 
officer Metcalf in charge of the deck at 
the time of the disaster and thoroughly 
competent for the duty.
